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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



1 . Applicant's election of Group I (claims 20,22-41 ,43-49,54-57, and 62), and further 
Specie election of suture connection (claim 32) in Paper No. 5 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 34-38 and 58-61 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention or species, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 5. 

Upon further review of the content in the application, Examiner has 
determined that a further restriction of species as set forth below is required. 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention:
